He: may be 
but an amateur in theology, but 
he is believed to be at least an 
honest seeker after truth If, on the 
other hand, a leader of religion 
(who does not hanpen to be also 
a qualified scientist). ventures to 
comment tpnn some problem of 
science, he is,dismissed with. an 
amused contempt, and, told not to 


. meddle in. matters outside’ his own 


province. Ard why? because ‘it 
isassumed that he has a theological 
axe to'grind, and is not simply 
anxious to find the truth for its 
ow. sake. a 

" Tam,fiot contending. that-the as- 
sumption is always. correct, but 
merely that it exists. And if it 
exists; it is surely well that. we 
should’ look it fairly in the face, 
and- not shirk its. consideration
